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GENERAL  REVIEW 

Revenue 

The  Montana  Liquor  Control  Board,  which  provides  one  of  the  largest  sources  of  income  for  the  state's  general 
fund,  completed  the  38th  fiscal  year  of  its  existence  with  the  greatest  distribution  in  the  history  of  the  department. 

An  all-time  high  of  $14,566,522  was  apportioned  with  $12,487,915  going  to  the  state  general  fund  and  another 
$2,078,607  to  counties  and  cities  within  the  state. 

Value  of  the  liquor  department  to  all  .Montana  taxpayers  is  apparent  in  the  fact  that  since  its  inception,  it 
has  remitted  in  excess  of  $229  million  dollars  to  the  general  fund  for  operation  of  the  state. 

In  addition  almost  1.3  million  dollars  have  been  distributed  to  counties  and  cities  since  1957  when  they  were 
allowed  by  legislative  action  to  participate  in  state  liquor  revenue. 

Despite  the  increase  of  revenue  to  the  state,  efficient  operation  has  averted  any  large  increase  in  price  at 
the  retail  level. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  picture  in  hard  liquor  consumption,  Montana  remains  14th  lowest  among  the  eighteen 
control  states  and  45th  lowest  in  the  nation. 


Cross  Sales 

Montana's  gross  sales  for  the  past  fiscal  year  totaled  $35,397,108,  exceeding  those  of  the  previous  fiscal  year 
by  $3,642,483.  Net  revenue  from  sales  shows  an  increase  of  $1,398,607  despite  inflationary  increases  in  operating 
costs,  i.e.,  freight,  utilities,  salaries  and  employee  benefits  and  lease  rentals. 


Administration 

Stewardship  of  Montana's  Liquor  Control  Board,  transferred  for  administrative  purposes  only  to  the  Department 
of  Revenue  in  Section  82-A-108  of  the  Executive  Reorganization  Act  in  1971,  is  delegated  to  a  five  member  board, 
and  an  administrator  who  serves  as  ex-officio  secretary  to  the  board  and  oversees  all  phases  of  the  operation  of 
the  department. 

Board  members  meet  in  two  day  sessions  once  a  month  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  hearings  in  connection 
with  license  matters,  as  well  as  managing  any  other  question  which  may  arise  pertaining  to  the  administration 
of  the  Montana  Liquor  Control  act  and  the  Montana  beer  act.  At  these  meetings  Board  members  decide  whicl" 
Hquors  and  wines  will  be  listed  for  sale  within  the  state.  They  also  decide  which  brands  will  be  discontinued 


Departmental  Operation 

Both  central  office  and  central  warehouse  are  located  in  one  building  in  Helena. 

.A.11  accounting  for  the  entire  system  is  carried  on  in  the  central  office,  and  all  merchandise  for  the  state' 
149  retail  outlets  is  handled  through  the  Helena  warehouse. 

Stock  records  both  in  stores  and  warehouse  are  maintained  and  controlled  under  an  in\entory  system  requirin 
monthly  physical  inventories  and  regular  audits.  All  central  office  records  are  audited  periodically  by  the  offic 
of  the  Legislative  Auditor. 

In  1971-72  fiscal  year,  the  accounting  department  adopted  the  expenditure  accounting  system  used  by  tl 
Department  of  Revenue,  which  was  greatly  superior  to  our  former  system.  We  intend  to  refine  this  system  furth 
to  confonn  to  the  enterprise  type  of  our  operation  always  keeping  in  mind  the  necessity  to  obtain  prior  approv 
of  the  Legislative  Auditor  for  any  changes  made.  We  have  consolidated  many  claims  thus  saving  the  issuiun 
of  duplicate  warrants  to  the  same  vendor.  Available  data  processing  runs  have  been  utilized  in  the  accountii 
process. 
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Licensing  Division 

During  the  past  fiscal  year,  the  department's  Licensing  Division  which  is  headed  by  the  assistant  administrator, 
issueil  a  total  of  1,622  heer  and  li(|uor  licenses,  which  iiKliidrd  164  on-premise  beer  licenses,  517  off-premise 
beer  licenses,  and  57  wholesale  beer  licenses. 

The  department  initiated  a  programming  system  to  accurately  record  changes  in  the  quota  system  on  a  monthly 
basis.  Requests  for  new  licenses  are  increasing.  To  compliment  this  increase  procedures  were  effected  to  streamline 
the  renewal  process.  More  control  is  needed  and  will  be  implemented  for  the  investigation  process. 


Warehouse  Operation 

Outbound  shipments  to  state  stores  totaled  699,003  cases. 

This  outbound  figure  includes  re-pack  cases  which  are  cases  made  up  of  more  than  one  item,  for  smaller 
outlets  which  cannot  handle  more  costly  merchandise  in  full  case  lots. 

We  attempted  to  mechanize  warehouse  stock  movement  to  expedite  the  unloading  and  shipping  operations 
and  reduce  associated  costs,  but  with  the  present  structure,  we  found  this  impossible.  A  modern  warehouse  facilit\' 
utilizing  a  one  level  structure,  and  a  palletized  operation  is  necessary  to  progress  and  meet  our  objectives  in 
this  area. 


Recommendations  to  the  next  Legislative  Assembly 

1.  Recjuest  appropriation  for  the  construction  of  a  new  one-level  warehouse  and  office  building,  the  site  or  which 
was  acquired  in  1969. 

2.  Request  funds  to  add  cash  registers  in  47  stores  to  improve  cash  handling. 

3.  Consider  repealing  statutory  limitations  on  employee  salaries. 

4.  Request  legislature  to  raise  cost  of  LD.  cards  to  applicants  to  cover  increased  cost  of  issuing  same.
